The ariftocratlp Lords looked upon the new 
opened charter ^ a meteor porten4ing tbeif 
deftruftjopy whilft the xejoiced Commons, viewT 
ed ft as the banner of liberty. One i»rty, wa^ 
aftonifhed how they had crept up to. ufurpation, 
the other equaQy am^^ed, thet they {o t^ely 
fufftred tbemfelvc^ to be pilfered of thieir privit 
leges. 

No wonder then, Sir, that the voice of popur 
larity- followed the reftiorer of liberty;. 'You 
maintained the righ^^ you explained the privi- 
leges of the people^ and they tenaciouflyad* 
hered to the caufc of their deliverer, becaufe it 
was their own, and the caufe of freedom. 

But, 
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But, Sir, your fervices to this city; great tm 
they mviit eyer be allowed, are ftill more iq- 
hanced. when we take into confideratibn the 
time wlicrt yoti undertook the defence of Liberty 
and the rigfitidFthe people. It was at a period; 
Sir, whfeff the.inhabitaflts of this Iflihd could 
bear with tamdiers and flavifh iubmiflion, the 
moft cruel' c^prefliob and wanton afits of ty^ 
rtonical rule. It was at a time, Sir, when an 
overgrown feftion in the national council ad- 
mitted or excluded whom they pleafed, in vio- 
lation of the freedom of eleftions. It was at a 
time, Sir, when the influence of lawlefe fway was 
fo general and uninterrupted, that bojoughs and 
corporatiphs were cruelly {tripped of their rights 
and privileges, and becanie fubfervient to the 
mercenary views of their indigent, dependent 
Lord, whofe ft^te intereft increafed in proporti- 
on to their lofs of freedom. You know. Sir, 
that fo copious and general yras the ftream of cor- 
ruption that it reached even the capital. There 
ignorance triumphed over merit *, and arrogance 
and folly afliimed the facred feat of magiftracy 
and of juftice. The people faw thcmfelves go- 
verned by ufurpers, who abufed a power, which 
they had not fo much as a right to exert even to 
the bed purpofes, as it had been obtained by 
fraud and collufion. The fupine acquiefcence of 
the citizens under fuch melancholy circumflan- 
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c€s, was only a ftronger temptation for their ar- 
bitrary Lords, to rivet ftill clofer the chains of 
Slavery and fubmiflion. 

Advocates were found tojuftifieeven thisfe en- 
ormous ftretches of power ; the ufurpation was 
fupported^ the hirelings declaimed againft you. 
Sir, and there were not wanting men even in high 
places, who gaye to. your fpirited Speeches and 
animated addrefles the unjufb appellation of fe-. 
ditious harangues, apd rebellious libels ; in 
Ihort, Sir, every enemy to freedom and inde- 
pendency became your foe. Hence, Sir, the 
cruel profecution, the extraordinary vote, the 
malicious prefentment, the nation's di (grace and 
your baniftiment. 

But, Sir, tho' you fuflfered the moft extraor- 
dinary punilhment, that perhaps ever was in- 
flifted upon the innocent, yet the nation profited 
by the (pirit of freedom which you had fb induf- 
trioufly fpread through the kingdom, and your 
invincible attachment to the interefts of your 
qDuntry, infpired many breafts to emulate thofe 
virtues, which, in your perfon, were obliged 
to fly from thp threats of power and menaces of 
the great. 

Jn ox\p tboufand feven hundred and fifty- 
three, there was found in the national council 

B a vir- 
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a virtuous majority ; for tho' the fcaders hayp 
fincc deferted the caufc by which they gained To 
much glory and honour, yet a noble fpirit of 
freedonri breathed through all the adions of 
thofewhbftad nothing rhore in view than the 
prcfervatit^ of the conftitution. The leaders, 
by fervii^ their own mercenary views, at the 
fame time feryed the caufe of liberty and the 
nation. Had they inherited your integrity, Sir, 
they would not have erefted titles, places an4 
penfions on the ruins of violated faith, and in- 
jured truth, nor have bartered honeil compe- 
tencies for iniquitous fuperfluity. JStft altho* 
their defertion contributed to weaken if, did not 
intirely extinguifli the flame of iberty, many 
worthy and able nien continued firm in its de- 
fence, and many have fince inlifted in the de- 
ferted caufe, whofe fame rquft have reached 
your ears, and >Yhpfe names will be tranfmitted 
with honour to pofterity, who with truly patriot 
Ipirits oppofed the headlong torrent of venality : 
nor will their honeft efforts, though unable to 
bear up againft degeneracy and corruption be 
left unrewarded by a grateful people : for whilft 
this kingdom has a reprefentative, aHutchinfon, 
a Brownlow and a Perry will be found in the lift 
of patriot fenators. 

On your firft addrefling this city upon the 
prefcnt occafion, your friends, among which 

number 
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number you will find all the honeft, free, inde- 
pendant eledors of Dublin, difcovered the 
ill ongefi inclination to favotir your kind difpofi- 
tion towards them ; they were not ntgre aftonifh- 
ed than pleafed at the facrifice you were about 
to make of private intereft to pubiick good, 
but (q uncpmmon in thefe days are actions of 
generofijy and difmtereftednefs, that jhbfe who 
have been, ever accuflomed to adopt a contrary 
condudt, could not raife their ideas of public 
Ipirit above the letel of their own felfilb, nar- 
row and CQHtradteid fouls, nor could they pre- 
VaiJ with tbemfclves to believe the reality of 
fuch wi ^ the way virtue, as they termed it, but 
like Feftus to Paul exclaimed this man is befide 
himfelf, too high notions of liberty haV-e made' 
him mad. 

Yourfriendi^, Sir, well allured of your fincerny 
towards them, have treated thefe groveling, for^ 
did, (heering opinions with that contertipt and 
fcorn which fuch ignorant malice deferved. 

The citizens of Dublin, tho* under the influ- 
ence of that tranfport and elation of mind, which 
the thoughts of your return naturally infpired 
ihtm with, have adted towards you, Sir, iii the 
mod cool, regular, and difpaiTionate nfraiiner \ 
they have, Sir, given you a folcmn call, a general 
Invits^ioa requefting you to take uppn you the 

B z difBcult, 
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diffictilt, the arduous, the honourble taflc of le- 
giflatiOn.^This, Sirj permit me to fay, is the 
higheft favour they' can beftow, the ftrongett 
derrtonftratibn of gratitude you can receive.^ — 
They Hive condudled themfelves in fuch a man- 
ner as mICift give you the higheft fatisfa<5tion, as it 
is fb truly' conformaWe to your own fentiments,- 
the fentirtfents of freedom, and to rul^ which 
the laws^ the guardiatiiS of bntifh liberty, pre- 
fcribe. 

In the hour, Sir, when they wiftied to avail 
themfelves of that advantage which your pre- 
fence would bring, to the dawning caufe of 
freedom, in the moment when their hopes 
were higheft, when on the pinacle of cxpefta- 
tion, they with out-ftretched arms waited your 
arrival. How were the daftied into defponden- 
cy ? how did the fair profpefts vanifti, when 
they were affured that ihofe cruel cenfures illegal- 
ly impofed, under the fanftion of law, were in- 
fuperable barriers to your reftoration ? yet 
embarrafled as they were how to adt, infuked 
by your enemies, and Iblicited by your fellow 
candidates to give up a defperate caufe. A 
murmur never efcaped them, your caufe was 
never relinquiflied, the fentiments of gratitude 
and love for their country, infpired them with 
a fortitude that blunted the edge of ridicule. 
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a firmncis that bafled the efforts of fat ire, anrf 
turned the fncers of derifion againft their ene- 
mies : fo that with a perfeverance only to be e- 
qualled by your own difintereftednefs, they have 
at length paved thc^ way far yonr admiffion. 

And flow, Sir, permit me' to fay, in vindi- 
cation of your friends in this city, that how- 
ever fortunate they have been in every effort liC- 
ed in your favour, yet they cannot fo much as 
charge themfelves, with having uttered one 
fancorous, one indecent expreffion againft their 
fierceft, and moft inviterate opponents. — This 
Sir, is a condudt widely different from that 
which your enemies are very ready to charge 
to your account, and indeed even your friends 
cannot help acknowledging, that your late ad- 
dreflfes,: are not conceived in terms fui table to 
the importance of the caufe they would defend.. 
— ^But great allowance muft be made, for diffe- 
rence of circumftance and fituation ^ for the maa 
who has been perfecuted at home, banilhed to 
a ftrangc kingdom from his children, his friends 
and his country, by the creatures of power 
and tools of party, contrary to every fenti- 
ment of reafon, juftice or honefty, is higlily 
excufable for having in the heat and warmth of 
his temper, fometimes thrown out perfonal in- 
vedives, againft the authors, contrivers and 
pierpetrators of his ruin. — ^^ However as fuch

japfes of human, nature detract from th6 dignity 
of the patriot^ an4 the man, and as thefe im- 
becillities arc purpofely attended tOj by ill-natu- 
red and defigning men, in order to turn them 
to their own advantage, it would behove you, 
JSir, to fupprefs at this time, that juft indigna- 
tion which the fight of yqur ancient^ unrtatura! 
ioes, may excite in your honeft breaft, guard 
your temper with itiore than ordinary circum- 
Ipedlion, and bear up with magnanimity againft 
the malice pf your enemies, who youj may af- 
fure yourfelf^ will miis no occafion of magnfyiing 
the fmalleft inadvertencies into crimes of the 
higheft nature ; you have fufFered fufficiently 
already by juftly expofmg the folly and iniquity 
of ignorant rulers^ and evil counfellors, knaves and 
and blockheads are implacable in their malice, 
ind infatiable in their revenge, your profecution 
and baniftiment are demonftrable teftimonies of 
the truth of this affertion ; and tho' every aftion 
of your's muft convince the unprejudiced part 
cf mankind, that the publick good was the 
chief end at which you aimed, yet the methods 
you took were perhaps too primitive, too open, 
and too ingenuous for thefe days of craft and 
diffimulation, for had fome of that cunning and 
ipacious varnifli, which modern politicians term 
prudence and caution, covered your purfuits, no 
breaft can admit a doubt of your having fully 

com- 
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pompleated your plan of reformation. But you 
had fentiments too much exalted above (he cotn^ 
mon level, to adopt fuch little tricking meafures 
however fuccef^fully they might have beeii 
pra£kiced to your own ^eftabliflinient. If any er- 
rors, through inattention, (hould have crept into 
your forn^r condud, if asperity was ufed 
where miklnefs and infiniiating language woul^ 
have won upon the mind, no eye can difcem 
better hbvr to rcAjfy thefe miftakes than your 
own. t

Yoq. are now Sir, returned to you native 
country, foil of honour and ftfll of gloiy, the 
city which you fo long laboured to make 
free, is about to reap the advantages of your 
toil and induftry, magiftrates agreeable to your 
original plan, are now to be eleifted by the fuflrar 
ges of the<people ; and it is to be hoped your arri- 
val will i?rowh the period that terminates the long 
triumphant reign of dldermananic influence/ 
No doubt as "they are pcrfeQly convinced of 
your uniformity of feiitiment, and ftri£t ad- 
herence to former principJcsj you will find every 
obftacle thrown in your way, that they or their, 
dependant creatures can devife. But fuch 
fchemes will' be eafily friiftratcd, whilft every 
honeft, every independadt citizen is your friend. 
However it is neceflary to inform you, and my 
zeal for your fuccefe will not permit me to leave 

any 
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qny thii^ ujntbld that may in the Icaft contribute 

to fuch ^information ais will be neceil&ry for the 

regulation of your ^ondud ; I fay, Sir, it is 

i^cceflary to inforin you,: that your enemies do 

not picque themfelves ^. Jittle on that fuJ>eriority 

which they expeft tp acquire from your warmth 

9f temper, and impetuofity in executing pro- 

}p(h favourable JO. liberty. This, tho' it be 

the lad deadly fymptom of agonizing malice, is 

no unncceffary wi^rning , for indeqd inthe caufc 

wherein you are fb deeply embarked, and from 

the many wrongs you have fufFered, it is hard, 

very hard, to diflbciate from the meafures, the 

idea of; :the men to declaim again the adion, 
j|Gd lofq -light of; ther>a(3tor. 

. In' ^U reformations whethpr religious or poli- 
tical, men are naturally .inclined to inforce the 
execution of their peren^ptory fchemes, with too 
much precipitancy. Men who have long been 
in pofTeflion of ftowerj, {often think they have ^ 
right by prefcriptipn, to ufe it to purpofes 
more calculated to ferve the interefts of a 
particulai: faftion, than for the good of the 
community. 

Thus, Sir, one. party is tenacious of holding 
what it poffeireth, whilfl: the other is induftri- 
oufly imployed in revealing the iniquitous con- 
ieqnences that muft flow from fach partial dif- 
pcnfations of publick juftice. The latter, Sir, 

was 
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men in power to deal with, that in feme iriea* 
fare fuited the reprefentation given above ; no 
doubt many corruptions might have crept into 
the higheft courts of juftice, and perhaps the 
greateft of all was not intireiy free from blame 2 
but when the great machine df government 
hath contracted fome impedinients to it's mio- 
tion, he would not be looked upon as the pro- 
pereft perfon to remove thefe obftrudtions^ who 
Ihouid fingly attempt to arreft the principal 
wheel ; for inftead of adminiftenng relief^ he 
might, by throwing himfelf within the vorteic 
of a luperior force, become the vidinti of 
his own temerity. When the liberty of any 
ftate is in danger, laWs made with a def^ 
of cutting oflT immediately the fources of cor- 
fuptJ6n, often prove more dangerous to the 
fraiAer, than ferviceable to th^ caufe theiy werfe 
meant ta fupport. It requires time and a coUrfc 
of geiitlfe alteratives, to renew the political ek 
v^ell as human conftitutioii, ^e mult take ad^ 
vaht^ of every favourable exigency in the 
one, and friendly effort of nature in the other. 

Corrofivies would foon diflblve the fickly frame^ 
and throw the phyfician into difrepute. But I 
find myfelf. Sir, running infenfibly into a province 
that is far beyond my abilities, and fo perfeftly 
fuited to your fituation, that every allufion of 
this fort muft naturally fugged itfelf to your con- 

B fidera-* 
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fideration. The principal en4 anddefign of the li- 
berty I have taken is, to recompencj moderati- 
on, by which means your friends \vill be ferved, 
your enemies defeated, and yoqr o\yn labour re- 
\yarded by the higheft teftimony of afFeftion a 
grateful people can beftow. Meddle not with 
men in power untill fufficiently authorized, for 
they are a weight able to crufh to pieces the 
moft formidable individual. 

You, Sir, to whom no part of hiftpry can be 
new, are not at a lofs xo recoiled how many in- 
ftances we have of the unfuccefsful attempts of 
thofe zealous afferters of liberty, who were 
for efFefting fudden reformations in government, 
neither the uprightn^fs of their intentions, the 
brilliancy of their talents, nor the honefty of 
their hearts were fufficient to fcreen them ffom 
the machinations of thofe who were feated on 
the throne of corruption : the unhappy fate of 
the Gracchi, at once the glory and difgrace of 
Rome, is a ftrong illuftration of this fad truth. 
They, Sir, in an age of venality, endeavoured 
to rcftore equality to the laws, and virtue to 
the people. They flood with unparalleled for- 
titude and ^defended the breach which the rapa- 
cious patrician^, the aldermen of thofe days, had 
made in the conftitution of Rome. They too. 
Sir, were eloquent, virtuous, full of honour and 
ntegrity : Yet, Sir, neither thefe amiable, thefe 

inefti- 



iijcftimable qualities, nor the loud voice of 
popularity could fupport them from the malice 
pf the great, and the refentment of the iniqui- 
tous governors. They fell. Sir, a facrifice to 
patrician, that is, to aldernianic power. They 
fell, Sir, and the true, the genuine fbirit of cc- 
leftial liberty perifhed with them. For you 
know. Sir, that after the Gracchi there never 
aroie a tribune or any other magiftrate honeft 
and generous enough to efpoufe the true intereft 
of the people. Some indeed to promote their 
felfilh views (and the fame fcenes have been 
a£ted here during your exile) not only held up 
the buckler, but weildedthe fword, of what 
they (tiled the People's Caufe, proceeding to the 
moft outrageous adts of violence and cruelty, till 
at length Sylla having feized the didtatorfhip 
changed the very form of the republic, alraoft 
anihilated the tribunitian power, and reduced 
the government to an ariftocracy. 

Hence, Sir, we may fee by the fate of thefe 
illuftrious brothers, the danger and difficulty pf 
attempting to bring a corrupt and degenerate 
people fuddenly back to the principles of virtue. 
You, Sir, who without flattery may. be faid to 
refemble the Gracchi in eloquence and honefty, 
have beea more fortunate in your efforts for 
liberty.

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I oil have lived, Sifj tbfSe it, by your fliejanS^ 
|n a good meafure rcftored to your" native city. 
You arc iavitcd to aflift in a higher {plhere, but 
not more above your abilities. iTou are folHcit- 
ed, Sir^ to represent t&e nietropoli^ of thef 
kingdom, iand that not By a party fadtion, or 
ftate influence, but by the generous voice of a 
free people. You have given us, Sir, a niotf 
noble carneft of what we may expedl from your 
integrity, and after this proof, who will be bafe 
enough to imagine that felf inteirefl: can ever bias 
your councils^ or warp the uprightnefe of your 
intentions. On the contrary. Sir, my fears^ 
(and indeed they are only borrowed from the 
doubtu of your friends,) are, that your zeal will 
fometimes carry you beyond thofe bounds, which 
your cooler reafon would at other moments wife- 
ly prefcribe* If I am difeppointed it will give 
me fincere and unmixt joy, and by adhering to 
the principles of moderation, you. Sir, willefta- 
blifti a name equal to the brightbft of jtoti- 
quity.

No, Countrymen, it is on Account of a Series of 
near Thirty Years of Services and Sufferings, done ^ni 
fuftained by him in our Behalf; it is on Account of his 
unwearied Application, his long tried At'tachmei^, bts 
never cooling Zeal, his inviolable Fidelity^ and the ISa- 
orifices he has^ made for us of Health, Fortute, &c. thefe 
sure the Things that render our beft Endeavours to pro-^ 
mote his Honour and Int^reft greatly inadequate to the 
Debt we owe him.

Some Perfons complain of hinij, ^s One over-itiiidf. 
over-wakefully, watchful ; alarmed by hiefe ^(lunds, lara 
apt to bark at Shadows. But, this is far from beiilg: a( 
Fault in our Eyes, my Countrymen. ' Too often hav^ 'oti^ 
Watchmen been no better than Jiimfi an4 ^ee^in|, tk^^ . 
pr fych gs have taken a Sop to let th^lSiiemj ^i^v ^T^.^ 
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Where w^re our Walchmefl, Ffientis, when Part of 
the legiflative Power of our Parliament was intercepted 
by, or rather transferred to a Privy Council of Men to be 
arbitrarily appointed by the King or his Minifiers ? 

Where again were our Watchmen, when the judicial 
Authority of our Hottfe fif hords' wzs Jranfpprte4 to and 
hdgtA in the" Houfe^ of « dilftrent Kingfloni; without Ap- 
peal or ProfpeS pf any Reverfion ? 

I am much too unlearned to pretend to decide on the 
long contefted Qneftion, whether the Aileraiion in the 
Ute Corn-AQ, either has aheady innovated, or may 
heretfier be prodjflfive bf*any 1 nhova don ^ upon oUr Coii- 
fHtution. Themoft i^ul^nt of the'Giurt'WFitersalJows 
the Cafe to be Jingular, and fuch a Singularity may juftly 
be alarming. 

■ His Excellency with liis B^ngUp Secretaries, ChapJains, 
and Domeftics, are no doubt furpriied at the Warmth of 
our public Thiols .'to^this perftvering Man, and at our 
Attempts to procure him a Penfion froni his Country, a 
Pcnfioji, at ieaft, as truly earned and well merited from 
die Public, as any Pen lion ever granted by any King or 
S^iniAer for ficret^ Services. Strangers, I fay, may be' 
^qjined to afcribe this Matter to fqmc fudden Ferment 
or Commotion,.among ys, raenacing"lo good Order and 
the Peace of the State. It is therefore but juft to quiet 
fuch Apprehenfions, by fetting forth theHoneft, the very 
(jrgent lyjotjyes upon W||(ich we have proceeded. 

Mr. Lucaf, earty in Life, was tjied to the Bufinefi of 
an Apothecary; and was 'more efpecially Ihidied and 
pra£tifed in the very curious and falutary Art of Chemiftry. 
Thp fame Prpbity and. Spirit, which has (ince infornned 
all his ConduQ and guided him in all his Ways, this 
ipcitet} li'im, young as hp was, to be provident of the 
Liyes and Healihs of his Feilow-Cieatures. For this 
Pur^jcfe^ he jcirnecfl-y and humanely detefled and expofed 
" the gainful, i/iuugh pernicious ttauds \n \v\^ o^N■t^V\tl- 

w, whaeby he procured an Aatot the K^^oxwmeft* 
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of capable Inquifitors, who were duly to vifit the Shops 
of all Apothecaries and Druggifts, to examine their Drugs 
and Compofitions, and to cafl out and deftroy whatever 
v^as flale and noxious, in order to fave the Pockets and 
Perfons of the Public from having Bane and Poifon ad- 
miniftered in the Place of Balm and Medicine. 

Soon after, he was ele&ed by his refpediive Corpora^ 
tioD, and condituted one of t^ieir Reprefentatives in the 
Common Council of this City. 

Here was a new Field opened for the Virtue and a3ive 
Benevolence of his Difpofition to exert , itfelf. He firft 
enquired into his Duties and Privileges, as a Common- 
OHincii Man, but found himfelf unhappily precluded 
from doing his Duty, by being reftrained and abridged 
with refped to his Privileges. He looked about to dif- 
cover whence the ObftruSion proceeded; he found it 
came from the Board of Aldermen, and that they, in 
Fad, were invefted with the whole Condud, Controul, 
and Difpofal of the City and all its Revenues. 

This occalioned him to enquire, further, into the pro« 
per Sphere or Department that legally belonged to the 
Aldermen, in the Civic Condi tution ; and, in this Pdr- 
fait, he fearched out and brought to Light all the muftj 
Records and ancient Charters of this City. 

After a long and laborious. Difquifition, he difcovered 
that Aldermen were no inherent Fart of the original Civic 
Conftitution. That the CitizenSj themfelves, had been 
the primitive Parents who begot them. That the Cor- 
porations had creSed them merely as collateral Props 
to their political Building. That ihtk adventitious Props, 
at length, prefumed to affirm that they, themfelves, were 
the City and the Corner Stones thereof. That they had 
feizedon the Inheritance which they were called to defend. 
That they had rejected the very People by ^hom alone 
they ^ere cbofen. . And that they now claimed to be felf' 
eie^d mA /elf 'begotten y Rulers eleft^i ot Rulers i^\x^ Al- 
dermen begotten of Aldermen. 
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HQwtvtr gradually or infenfibly thefe Ufurpations 
itii^t have grb#n^ it came finally to pafs that the Peo- 
fte^ for whofe Beincfit thp Incorporation was inftituted^ 
no longer retained any Share in the Lands or Tenures 
that had been granted for their Enaolument* The Ci- 
tizens, in efFeft, had no Voice in the Appointment of 
tteir owii Reph^fisniatiVes:; ileither had thofe, whom the 
Aldermen appoii^ted to reprefent them, any Sort of Voice 
or Influence in the EleQion of Magiflrates. ^As Alder- 
men had brought forth full-grown and fat-headed Al- 
ffermeii, from Tinie inunenK>rial, they had alfo be- 
gotten Lord-Moyors, Sheriffs, Treafurers, and all other 
City Offiders, without Interruption or Controul. They 
had^ by & high Jiaod, or by fecret Corruption, defeated 
^r eluded every Right and Species of Liberty that re- 
mainied to the Citi^ienis. Whom they would they put 
€tew<tf^ ftfid ^hom they would they exalted. They en- 
jtiyed aild difjiored of all the City-Poflefrions, Reyenues^ 
Toits^ Cuftoms, and Emoluments, without Account, 
They taxed the P^fe ta any Degree, or to any Pur-? 
pofe that they judged proper. They difcharged them- 
iteives of t4i€M- ftrvife Foltawers and rafcaHy*Dq)endents, 
by appoJntittg them to lucrative Penfions it the Public 
Orf^, or to Plaices of Trnft in, and Authority ever the 
Gjfey. Meift whilte M Door was left whereby the 
wretched Citizens might enter or interfere; for as much 
as they neither had a Voice in the Ordinances framed 
for their Ocmdud, nor even a Negative in the Eledion 
cf Rulers by whom they were to be governed. In Ihort, 
this fair Gity was a Sufanna given up and viley profti- 
tiued to ih^i^ five and twenty Elders \ and this infatiablc 
Patrncb of Aldermen had become full and foul by engroffing 
all the Nourilhment that fhould have fupplied the labour- 
hi^ M^tn^rs, 

During this State of Civic-Tyranny y Dublin remained 

as negle^ed and difordered, as if no Rule or Adminif- 

iration of Janice had been held therein. Nightly Maims^ 

3/tfr^^/?5, Robberies, Burglaries, Plunders, Riots, Up- 

roars were frequent throughout, l^o lA^t^ "m owt 

Streets^ no W^tch fave a few o\d andvm^l^tvX. VJxtXc\\- 

^> or Tech as often abetted and ioiiitd xlaft Y\wtvifc\et^- 
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While ALDERMANIC AUTHORITY, appeared as 
a huge COLOSSUS, beftriding our Trade, trampling 
on our Rights, and attended by a Train of Jobbs, Bri- 
beries, Corruptions, ^c. (Jc. 

In the mean Time, the ftupid Citizens flept as found 
and unconcerned as Galley Slaves on the Bench to which 
they are chained. Deplorable as Qur State was, we had 
never known a better. Slavery had defcended to us in 
the fame Manner as Tyranny had defcended to the Al- 
dermen; both dropt upon us as an Inheritance irom 
our political Anceftors. On the one Hand, we thought 
it our Duty to bow under the Yoke ; and the Aldermen, 
on the other Hand, aduaily thought they bad a right to 
difpofe of the Public as private Prey. 

At length Mr. Lucas awaked us. He came ypon us, 
fike a fecond PROMETHEUS who had ftolen Heat 
from Heaven to animate our lifHefs and una€tive Mafs. 
He (hewed us, from ancient Charters, and original In- 
ftitations^ that our Civic State, though then Co mpnftrous 
and diflorted, fhad been primarily an Ofi^pri^ of the 
FREE BRITANIC CONSTITUTION; was, adually 
begotten and brought forth in her Likenefs, and had 
been bleffed with all the happy and fair Proportions of 
its BENEFICENT MOTHER. He fet forth our In- 
juries, our Grievances, our Oppreffions ; the Ufurpations 
and Depredations that had been made upon us, and the 
Ind^feiftblenefs of our Claim to our lapfed Privileges 
and PofTeffions, in fo clear and convincing a Light, that 
the Aldermen, themfelves, could deny nothing of our 
RIGHTS except the RESTQRATION. 

Hereupon, about the Year, I741, Mr. Lucas, in our 
Behalf, inftituted a Suit, at common Law, in his Majef- 
ty*s Bench ; and, during three fuccceding Years, prefled 
to have it brought to Iffue. But the then Lord Chief Juf- 
tice, after many Delays and Evaiions, finally refufed to 
admit our Complaints to a Hearing. 

This, however, did not dtfcourage our zealous B^ne** 
fador. In defpight of the Threats, Entml^, atviOoraii-* 
(itioa of the Aldermen, and of the FaGfiotv tVval \Vvevt vSro- 
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nedions and Influence had excited againfl: him, ^he -con^ 
tinned to plead, to folicit, to remonftrate, to inforni our 
Counfelsy aflert our Interefts, reveal our Privileges, puV 
lifli our Charters, reclaim our Poflfeiliohs, to oppc^e* 
our OppreflbrS, and expofe our Ufurpers; with a 'Spirit 
unparalielled, and Application indefatigable, and' a Virtue 
iinaflailable. ^ . * 

This was not at all — Mr. Lucas ^ by a ftriO: and fe- 
dulq^s Scrutiny into the feveral original Grants that 
were^made of inheritable Tenures to the Incorporation 
of this City, difcovered that feveral of the faid - Tenures' 
had been aliened by fome quondam Board of Aldermen ; 
that fome of tlie City-Lands had been greatly abridged 
of their priftine Dimenfions; that others had formerly^ 
been leafed out, at an inconfiderable Rent, (to the Re- 
lations or Dependents of fome ruling Aldermen) -whofe 
prefent FoffefTors denied any Holding from or uid^r the 
Board or Incorporation; and that a further Rcfearch 
was ftill neceflary todifcover the Traces or SituaJion.of 
other City-Lands. By which diligent faithful ai!d fear- 
lefs Difquifition, this Jignal Benefacior has been the 
Caufe and Means of recovering as .njany annual and per- 
petual Tboufandf, to this City, as we lately refufed.him 
Hundreds (for a declining Remnant of Life) in lieu of all 
his unremitted and ineftimable Services. 

I aijvtarely at Leifure, thus to touch upon Particulars ; 
it would otherwife require a much longer Narration, to 
declare to the World what this new and extraordinary Man 
hath done and fufFered for us. 

He was not fatisfied with barely reclaiming our Rights 
and recovering our Pofleflions. He had it worthily in his 
Purpofe to make us honeft and virtuous, as well as profpe- 
rous Men. He confcientioufly fet forth the rerpe6bive De- 
partments and Duties of every Magiftrate, Officer, and 
Member of our Incorporation, He further expatiated on 
the Incomparable Benefits and Bleffings of our national 
Conftitution. He accurately delineated the relative Pro- 
portions of the three COMPOSING ESTATES; and, 
by defcribing the Breadth and Depth of the great Bafis on 
rA/c/j tve (tood, he taught us to rejoice in ovit Submlffvoti 
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Mft,€im«rnBieirtj i»hereOD oar Fror(«iii7 iQd Happiaeft 
.cduUsloiie be founded 

Ja <tf aboat the Year Seventeen Hundred and Forty 
Nine^ the two Seats of the RepreTenutiyes for this City 
became vacant in Parliament, and the feveral Corpora- 
tionsy duly fen(ible of the Talents^ as well as gratefully 
iehfible of the Servicels of Mr. Lucas, were flnanimoiifl 
isi inviting him to accept of this hi^eft of Offices in 
the State.

From the Houfe, Mr. Lueas direSly went to the 
Tbolfel, where the Gjuild were then jiflfembled, ^nd it| 
high Debate concerning Matters relating to their Privi* 
ledges. There he fpoke, upon the Qgeftibn, ' with his 
ufual Vivacity rad Spirit^ which confimied' the Aflfenibfj^ 
in the Opinion his 6rft Appearance had created that 
be hafl been acquitted* But the Populace, below Stairs^ 
who crouded this Court and the Streets, had, by this^ 
got Intimation bow Matters bad pgfled, and thereupon

them; where, with great Difficulty, and theutmoftEif^ 
ertion of his Eloquence and Credit with them, he at 
length prevailed upon them to difperfe ; hereby giving a 
public and fignal Proof of a Difpofiticm yirholly averfe to 
Riot and Tumulty or to any Inclination to ^yail himfelf 
pf fuch Means. 

Mr. Lucas went^ in private, to Newgate^ 
and, calling for the Keeper, de(ifpd him to fit up the 
beft Apartment that the Place affbrded j but the Keeper, 
ihaking his Head, gave him gravely to underftand that 
he was not permitted to accommodate him in that Man- 
ner. 
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ficr. This alfo^ gaining VTind, enn^ die Cititent to 
fucih a De^ee tjiat Thoufands of them confederated to 
refcue Mm om of PriTon^ and not to leave one Stone 
hereof upon another. 

On bearing ffais, Mr. Ltkas was very juftly and ge- 
nerbuCiy alarmed. He feared- for his Friends, for his 
Codiitry, for tbe State. Ife- dreaided die Intervention of 
the Nfilitary P6wer. He 'fhuddered to think of the 
Blood that might be (bed in faisBehklf. Humanity, Ho- 
noor, GratttSle' laid him' under the'Neceifity of pre- 
^^enting fcfch a- Cataftrophe, by aoy poffible Means. And 
lie war-acoDrdingly, relu^aptly; indignantly, prevailed 
iupon to tviAdraw from the^^long endeared, the long ferved, 
«M belotefl^ ' ahd afteAiqnate nacet>f his N^jkivity.

The Scene of the Combat, to which I exhort you, 
is fituated in your own Bofom alone ; and the Parties 
drawn up in Array, are Prejudice^ Partiality^ Favour y 
Appetite^ Avarice^ Venality ; Bribery^ Corruption^ Sla-* 
vtry ; with a numerous Hoft of Attendants : againft 
Candour^ Honour^ Upr^ghtnefs ; Sobriety^ Magnanimity^ 
Prcfbity^ Fortitude, Impajfability^ Liberty! Your 
Country and. your Pofterity attending, in the Rear, 
all-anxious arid dependent on the Iffise of the Conflid. 

Throughout moft of our former Eleftions, the 
fii'ft of thefe Parties hath been indifputably triumphant: 
Few Abettors of Patriotifm fhewed their Face ; and if 
any Oppofition was given, if any Blow was ftruck, it 
was generally by ////^(j^ againft Interefi^ hf Influence a- 
gainft Influence. But the Houfe of Iniquity is now no 
longer divided againft itfelf ; they have got Intelligence 
of' your new levied Forces •, they fee your Virtues ar-

With refpeft to two of thefe Candidates^ 
you alone can beft judge by their paft Services and 
tried Talents, what Fruits you arc* to look for fmm 
dieir future CondUSt znd Capacity.

With refpeft to the other two Gehtlemeii, that then- 
are many among You, who, from Experience^ can

Bur what may this avail them ? Were they tiot

have encroached upon your Charters and ujiirped upon 
your Rights 5 to me it is fufficient Objed:ion that, 
m a Ciufe where Inftrefi ought tol be wholly an 
Alieny they are fupportcd by Wealth and Pow^r^ and

Corruption. It is furely better, ttiy BrMbers^ to dc- 
fcrve Succels^ than even to obtain it at the Price cf 
our own Demerits. 

In thi^ Oppofition, however, t aril vdry far from 
defining to ftir You up into any Animofity ag^ft 
O/flf ^f yeur Ftilow Giizms i and ftiU leisy to infpire 
you with Emyi or Indignaiion againft your Superiors,^ 
againft Thde^ whom Providence, the Laws, and 
the neceffary Order of Society have placed in d«e 
Station^ and in Authority over Tin.- 

The Diftihdions of Subordination, in evefy States 
are as rcquifite, as the Relations, in a private Fa- 
mily, between Parents arid CbildreHy Mafters and 
Servants ; and all Conftitutions^ that have been framed 
with any Succefs, or Tendency to good Government^ 
are no other than the orderly lofiitationi of Nature. 

These political Syftems^ however varied, ft ill beair 
fome Refcmblahce to natural Proportion^ to the Root^ 
the Stem and the Branches, or to the Head, the 
Bowels and the Members, where the Parts j by a pleai^ 
ing Gradation, are fo intimately united, that tlicy' 
iorm but one intire and beautiful IVhole. From the 
due CoHHe£lion arifes Symmetry^ and- from the Syme- 
(ry Life and Aaion^ Health and Happinefs muft re- 
fult ; till fome Member or Poition is damaged^ or 
that the Whole is affailed, by fuch outward Force^

Comparisons of this Nature are of very ancient 
Authority 5 there is no One among You who hath 
not heard of the Likenefs between a Natural Body 
and pobt teal Body j and in the early Days of old Rome^

■ HFon -inftance. "ft -is the Prerogative tind the Duty 
of the Head, to dire<St the whole Body ; to receive 
IntcUj^nce, from, every Part, but more particularly 
from the Feelings cf the Heart and Bowels, of all 
Waqt^, Grievances md Satisfaftions ; and, agreer 
^1^ to this Inteffigcnce, to *iflue its Mandates, ac- 
tordii)g to tht rigbfjReafon or. Law of the ^axtMivx- 
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Jar Conftitution. Further. It is the Province an4 
the Duty, of the inferior Hands and Feet^ to travel 
and to labour for the Advantage of the whole Body^ 
and. under the Dirc<^ion of the faid Law or right 
ReajaUy to provide j cboofij and find up to the Ston^ach 
and Bowels, fuch Supplies and Recruits, as may 
again return proper Spirits, Blood^^ and Aliment, 
throughout the whole Syftem.

Wherefore, my Friends^ as on one Side, I 
wifli you never to tranfgrefs your proper Limits ; fo^ 
on the other, I exhort you, that you may not pcr- 
fnit your own to be invaded.

ALTHOUGH I have always had that At* 
tachnynt to this Kingdom, bj^which every 
Man is bound to the e(pedal Service of the 
Country, fromwhence he derived hisBirth and Nourifh- 
ment ; though I further feel th^t alltnvahk Partiality 
for this my native Soil, without which, few People, 
have Spirit to proceed even to the Extent of thdr 
Duty: Yet thofe Reffiuds, till very lately, havebeeii 
general, apd unmixed with the Conlideradon of any 
jPlace, or Sett of People, as diftinguiihed, by a 
pardcular Intereft or Clwiif fix)m tfacKei^of the In« 
|gal}itants of Lrcland. 
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Wftfi'fi^rrettY,' When I was taM diat ymi com- 
plained of fome Ufurpations of Authority in your 
City, Iwas One of Ih^ GAhhios who cared for none 
of thefe things -, and I, held it to be Matter of little 
Confequence to you, and of lefs to my Country in 
general, whether this Authority had been duly^ or 
unduly obtained^ provided it was duly exerted ; whe- 
ther You wer£ goverjied . by ^hefe^ or by ^hofe^ pro-r 
vided you were governed with JEcJuity, 

When I was further informed, that Two of your 
fellow Citizens had attempted to excite you to a Re* 
fentment of thefe Encroachments ; I looked on them 
as a Couple of turbulent Tribunes, who breathed 
more of Faftion than Reformation ^ and I deter-» 
mined, to the beft of my Ability, to oppofe fuch ^ 
Spirit ; and to vindicate thofe your Rulers, in their 
Affertion of the Authority they poffeffed. 

Fo R this purpofe, I took fome Pains to be acr 
quainted with the particular Circumftances of your 
Cafe. 

But when I clearly underftood the Nature of this' 
Innovation : That it was equally contrary to the whole 
Tenor, as to the exprefs Grants of your Charters. 
That Alderniin were no inherent Part ofc your origin'kl 
Conftitution. That You yourfelves had been the 
primitive Parents who begot them. That You had 
erefted them merely as collateral Props to your Poli- 
tical Building. That they now prcfumed to fay that 
they themfelves were your City and the Corner Stones 
thereof. That they had feized on the Inheritance 
which they were called to defend. That they had re^ 
jelled the very People by whom alone they were chofen i 
and that they claimed to be felf-eleSled and felfbegot^

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t^y Rulers elcftcd of Rulers^ and Aldirmen begotten 
of Jldermen: Then indeed my Advocation became 
mute, and Silence was the only Inftance of Friend- 
fliip they could exped, where Pleading had been ab- 
ford, and Vindication impoifible. 

Shorti-y after, when I heard, that Tbofe your two 
CHAMPIONS had ipirited you up to a public De- 
mand, for the Repair of this Breach in your Con- 
ftitution 5 and that they had aftually undergone great 
Fatigues and Expence in their Endeavours to bring 
the Matter to an Iffue in your favour : As I began to 
look on the Motive of their Labours, in a Light, 
very different from that in which it had formerly ap- 
peared J I own I moft heartily wiftied Succefs to their 
Undertaking, in any Method that 15aw and good 
Government would admit : For as we have a wife 
Maxim in our Policy, that generoufly injoins us, to. 
fuffer a partial Jnjury rather than a public Inconve-* 
mencej I would exhort you forccver to fulpend the 
Redemption of your partiailar Rights, rather than 
to redrefe yourfelves, by any Means that might em- 
broil either the Peace, or the peaceful Difpofition of 
your Country. 

As Lwas not, at that time, engaged to you, by 
any perfonal Attachment, or Angular Efteem ; the 
Motive, that excited my Wiflies in your Behalf, 
was general, it was wholly National, but it was alio 
of the utmoft Importance. 

' The Conftitution of thefe Kingdoms, my Coun- 
trymen, is free, in a Manner, and by Appointments^ 
highly fuperior to any that Rome or Greece could 
ever boaft. We ourfelves fit in the Senates or Par- 
Moments of thefe Nations by our Eledion of fuch 
perfcTO ^ we rec{i}eft to rcpcfcnt Us there ; 



t choofe to think with their Heads, to fpeak witk 

leir Voices, and therefore in them we diftate and' 

iftitute thofe Laws whereby wc ourfelves defire to 

^ governed. I can further alledge, that from theie 

iuguft Reprefentatives of the whole People, down- 

to the meaneft Subjeft in either Realm, there is no 

Man who can legally be abridged of his Life, his 

Liberty, or his Property, but by the judgment of 

Peers, or Jurors, appointed by his own Confentj. 

fince he is intitled to a Negative upon every Perfon,, 

againft whom he can form any feafiblc Objeftion. 

As I knew this to be the glorious and unpreceden- 
ted Conftitution of thefe Kingdoms in general, wberi 
no Per [on is limited^ fave in bis Capacity of Michief^ 
and where thf Powers of the Legtflature are fo unif 
V erf ally communicated^ that each P erf on joins j by bim^ 
felf or his Proxy ^ in the Appointment of thofe Ordi-t 
nances to which he confints to fubmit ; and this I knew, 
to be the Eflence of perfect Liberty 2 1 concluded^ 
that all the Incorporated Syftems^ all the kffer InftitUx 
tionSj that were conceived within this great and gene* 
RAL Parent, bore the Image of their beneficent 
Mother •, and I am ftill pcrfuaded, Jiowever they 
have degenerated^ that they were originally begotten 
and brought forth in HER Lakenefs. 

Wherefore, when I found, in (6 conjtderabk ^ 
Syfteqi as the Incorporated Society of the Metropolis of 
this Kingdom, that the People, for whofe Benefit 
the Inftitution was formed, had no fhare in the Dif 
pofttion of Property granted for their Emolument^ no 
Voice in the Ordinances framed for their Conduct ^ not 
even a Negative in the Election of Rulers by whom 
they were to be governed : It appeared to be an Ofr 
fpring of fo monfirous a Depravity^ fo wholly alien and 
9ppofite to our general Copftitution ; that 1 could not

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hilt lock 'u{x>n it» ^ an iniquitous Encroachment on 
fublick Liberty -, a kind of mortified Spot in a Limb of 
the great Body Politic \ and how far the Infeftion 
might fpread, how widely the Permiffion of fuch a 
Precedent might influence^ was fearful to Re^^on. 

I ACKNOWLEDGE, indeed, that as I was no way 
interefted in this Affair, further than an Individual, 
whofe warm Wifties for the Publick extended to alj 
^e Branches thereof; I did not find myfelf difpofed 
to a Mood, equally wrathful, with that of your par^ 
ticular Patriots •, I found no Refentment arife within 
me againft youf Lords^ whether Mayors or Alder- 
men* 

• There are Ibme among thofe Gentlemen to whon^ 
I am perfonally engaged, as well by a voluntary Af* 
fe£bion and Efteem, as by extraordinary Obligationsi 
I law that they were not the primitive Intruders 5 | 
law that they came peaceably into the Poffeflion of 
your Privileges; tod I further confidered, that the 
original Ufurpation might have been effefted, as 
much by the Ihameful Treachery or Remifnefs of 
your own Predeceffors, as by the Invafion of Thoife 
iwhb- firft avjuled themfelves of your PofTellions.

When .the prefent fet of Aldermen were invefted 
with Authority, they found you Strangers to your 
own Interefts, they found you Blind to your own 
Rights. There is a certain Seafon afllgned to fomie 
Creatures, before which, their Eyes will not open to 
the Light. If fuch was your Cafe, was it the Bufi:^ 
nefs of the Aldermen to haften this Period ? 

If I become feized of an Eftate, whereof fome. 
#f my Anceftors, without my Knowledge or Privity^ 
had unjuftly.pQifefled themfelves^ Ifp thereafter, the^ 
ja^ . right 
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fright Owner fhould put in his Claim. I lliall yet be 
accounted fufficiently honeft, if according to al| 
Cuftom, I withold the Poffeflion, till evifted by xM 
very long Courfe and Judgment of the Law. Hj 
however, upon Conviftion of the Demandant's Rights 
I fhould voluntarily furrender the Poffeflion ; I ima- 
gine that this would be looked on as an InftanceT of 
Angular Juftice. But no One will fay that it was in-* 
cumbent upon me to be over fedulous in thcSearchof 
another Proprietor, or inquifitive after Rights, fu^ 
pcrior to my Own.

There are,, my Brethren, two Kinds of Guardian*

Underftanding to which they have not yet arrived J 
the other, of Perfons fuppofed incapable of arriving trt 
any Underftanding at all. •.. . -^ 

Now, ihould a Minor attain the Years in which 
the Law admits him to the Intelligence of his own 
Interefts, fhould he yet decline to intermeddfe; 
Ihould he fhew no Senfe of Property by any Chal^ 
lenge or AfTertion :[ It will be Wifdom, as w^ias 
Policy, in his Guardian, to conclude that he hath a 
Right to continue to difpofe of that Perfon with his 
Property, who thus demonftrates that he hath riot 
Reafon to difpofe of himfelf ; and fhould this Guardian 
happen to die during fuch Infenfibiiity, that very 
Ward vvho was claimed by the Ancefior as a Minor^ 
will be claimed by the Heir as a Fool. > 

Such was the very Cafe between you and the Alder- 
men. The prefent Board entered upon the Guardian- 
fhip of your Perfons, and the Difpofition of your 
properties, when fome of you fcomed fo be of a full 
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AgCi and tobft of youj in Appearance, were at the 
Yeari df Difcretion. Tou did not however claim the 
EleSion , of your own Guardians. Tou never made a 
Sf^' Motion to call them to account. The two fpeci- 
He QmraBerifticsi the Very Criterions of IdeQtifm. 
P>Jo doUbt then but their Surprize was great, and their 
Alarni not inconfiderable^ when after fo long a Suf- 
penjion bflnieJleaSj fo cotifirmed a Prefcription againfl: 
four common Senfe of TbingSj you were fuddenly 
foufed from your Lethargy^ and awakened to the 
ICnowledge and Aflertion of your Rights. 

But, how^ you will fay, that you have a clear 
UnderftamUng of thofe Rights, and a Capacity of thofe 
Properties/ Now that all Eyes perceive that thofe 
ah ybur Robes with which Aldermen are invefied. 
Noiw that the Aldermen theiiifelves deny nothing of 
your Privileges ■ faving the Reftoration. Why 

do they yet retain^ wherefore do they with-hold 
tbem^? 

Im. Trutiii rhy Friends, I have, on this Occafion,, 
run throughout Hiftory, I have fearched among the 
Modems, and ranfacked the Antients, to find fome 
Example wherewith 1 might reproach thefe fame AU 
dermeny to find fome Precedent of Great Men^ whp 
once feized of undue Power ^ have at any Time offer- 
ed a voluntary Surrender thereof to the Proprietors. 

Alai^ ! what an idle Journey, what a fruitlefs Dif- 
quifition. No Trace of fuch a Virtue can I difcover, 
except in an old Romance o^ThefeuSj and in the mo- 
dem Inftance of Alderman Ross your prefent Lord- 
Mayor^ who is at once the highell //(C?«(?«r, and the. 
highefl Reproof to his Fraternity, who not only makes 
a Tender of every Article of your Claims with which 
he himfelf is'invefted, but hath alfo engaged to folli-

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cit in Parliament the full Reftoratlon.and EftabUih- 
ment of all your ancient Privileges, 

But, my deaf pountrymen, do not Confider tii^/r 
my Apology for your Aldermen^ as an Approhation, \ 
in any meafure, of their CojuJuft. IfIfhewyou\ 
that there is no Neceffity for Hying into angry Paf- 
fions, becaufe Great Men behave — like Great Men \ ; 
this doth not declare, that Authority is a Sanfitiorj 
for Injuftice, or that Precedents for Wrong-doing ^\i 
a Right to finiilaf Aftions* No Mode, no Cuflpm^; 
can reverfe the Nature of Things ; and whatever is 
intrinricaliy iniquitous will always, continue fo. 3t^/6 
in every Cafe is like oiir King^ or our Churchy againft 
which Lawyers i^Ly^ nullum Uempus occurrit^ there caa 
be no Prefcription •, and one of the principal Maxims, 
whereon our Conftitution is pillared, is this, ^odak 
initio non valet traSlu temp or i^ non convalefcit j in 
plain Englifli, That which was originally againft Rea*', 
fon^ can never be made reafonable by length of Time^- 
alias, Tour Aldermen continue the \fame Iniquity in 
with-holding your Rights^ that their Predecejfors 
were guilty of in ufurping them. 

I AM therefore no way inclined to difluade you 
from attempting the Recovery of your Privileges^ by 
ail the Means in which you yourfelves'are^rm%^^y 
to reclaim them ; by Petitions^ Jddrejfes, Remon^, 
firance^ Solicitation^ Suit^ by every Method that is 
confident with that right Reafon on which your Claim 
is founded, and which indeed ought to be the />r/»- 
cipal Motive of your Demand, that is, the Well-being 
of Society^ the Reftcration of what is lopped from our 
Ccnftitiition^ the Re-eJiaMi/hment of what is lapfed in 
cur Country, 
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Thfr SeiHon of our Parliament approaches. Such 
A National Concern^ as I h?ive proved yours to be', 
will come beft before the Reprefentatives of a Nation 
who are wholly interefted in it ; and if you and your 
Countrymen have heretofore fet any Value, even on 
thofe Privileges, of which no Man hath yet attempted 
to deprive you ; if you have been careful to return 
fiich Conftituents for your Country, as were mofl: 
knowing, and mofl: zealous in the Welfare thereof ; 
▼our Concern will be their Concern, your Intereft 
dicir Interefll in them you will give Ear to your own 
Reading, in them you will judge your own Caiffe^ 
«nd diere is no Quefl:ion but you will meet with anj- 
J^le Rcdrefe, 

If, on the contrary, you have betrayed your own 
Jruftj what Faith are you to expeft from Thofe wh0 
reprefent you ? If you have elefted your Conftituents 
through partial Motives, is it among fuch you are to 
look for a public Spirit ? If you have been falfe to 
your Country in your Appointment of her Servants, 
the Meafure you gave to Her will be meted out to 
Yourfelves. • If you have thus iniquitoufly neglefted 
Hit great Body of your Privileges^ you will be equitably 
abridged of the /mailer Members twrhich you claim. 

But Time yet ferves. All is not loft, my Bre- 
thren. Much Power is ftill in your Hands. If you 
have a Senfe > of paft Detriment, if you now feel the 
Smart of former Woundings -, let it wam you to your 
approaching Defence, let it inftruft you to your future 
Prefervation. Never look for a Reftitution of what 
is already pillaged, if you are not j: efolute in your Vin- 
dication of what you yet retain. 
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You are opcc more permitted ftora. ftce Eledipf) <^ .

the Keennefs of Hunger and the Ravenings of Want ? 

The Gods be praifed, my gentle Brothers, this i$ 
not the Situation of all your Candidates. There are 
ibme of us who have Wealth fuperfluous to our own 
Occafions, wherewith to enrich our Minions and to 
gratify our Favourites. I have my Px)ultr.y Yards, 
and my clovered Failures whereof I never tafte, to 
regale a vifiting Sheep, or any Friend of the Flock. 

Were I of a ravenous Nature, yet the Tempta- 
tion would be taken away. The Rich can have no 
Appetites that are not already fatiated ; all ipy Wi(h- 
cs and Dcfires are fulfilled from my own Stores. i 

Can you then hefitate a Moment on whom you 
fliould fix your Choice ? on the Perfon who is 
prompted by his Abundance to fupply and oblige 
you •, or on the Perfon who is goaded by his Penury 
to feek your Damage ? on him who wants for nothing 
but an Opportunity to ferve you ; or on him who 
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J)^th no Means of ferving himfelf, but by taking jour 
Wool for his Covering, and your Plelh for his Prey. 

Here the Fox was feated, and the Wolf arofe. 

Conscious Grandeur and Dignity were apparent 
in his Mien •, and he wore the fineft Fleece confpicu- 
ous on his Shoulders, which in fome Meafure he had 
difguifed from ^e Obfcrvation of the Flock, by a 
little Tinfture of Purple and the Art of the L6om.

My very honeft and innocent Neighbours— On 
Solemnities of this Nature, there is, no doubt, a kind 
of Ceremony and Form to be obfcrved ; for though 
no one can fuppofe you fo ignorant of your Duty, as 
not previoufly to know where your Eleftion muft 
light ; yet Appearances fhould be regarded, a kind 
of Pretenfion to fomething called Choice, or Libefij[\ 
which, for aught I know, might formerly have had 
fome Meaning in your Cdnftitution. 

When the Great condefcend to afk, and the 
Mighty put in their Claim ; I cannot choofe but finile 
at the amazing Infolcnce of puny Competitors. In 
your Nomination of me, you can confer no Honours ; 
yours alone will be the Glory and the Advantage of 
fuch an Eleftion. Power is the natural Ally of 
Weaknefs, and who Ihall dare to Appeal againft ^c 
Plea of Authority ? 

In refpeft to the Pretenfions of my Puppy Rival 
yonder, our Coufin Reynard hath fpoke with his ac- 
cuftomed Wifdom, and therein hath faved me a 
Trouble I am well enough pleafed to avoid ; fince I 
could never boaft much of your Patriot Appetites for 

Fatigue. 
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Fatigue. Yet, my Neighbours, you may hold it 
prudent to treafure this further Hint in your Memory 

that whoever fhews himfelf the Abettor or Fa- 

Tourer of that fame Snarler, declares himfelf an Ene- 
my to dl the Beafts in the Foreft. 

To what an everlafting Grumble the Wretch is 
flirred up, by his fecret Repinings and Envyings at 
his unrcgarding Superiors. How fpeedily we could 
erulh him and all his Adherents to nothing. Let him 
not be alarmed however ; he is fafe in his Meannefs, 

his Proteftion is enfured by our Contempt. ^But 

a very little of this may be too much, upon a Subjedt 
£> inonitely beneath our Notice^ 

Ik regard to myfclf, and with refpeft to that inde- 
fiafible Claim which I hold to this Eledion, it is too 
evident^ to admit the Poflibility of a Coritroverfion, 
in the Dignity of my own JPerfon, .and in the Power 
qf my Alliances. Large are the Domains in which I 
range, neither have the Fences of others been hitherto 
able to fet a Limit to my Walks. I am further 
ftrmg^ened by the Force of many Friends, and by 
my Kindred among all the Brytes that are of any No«r 
Wlity, 

I SHALL not give you or myfelf much Trouble up* 
pn this Subjeft, Rhetoric may have its Ufe where 
there is Oq^Hon to perfuade. In your £le<5lion of a 
Pcrfon, fuch as I am, deputed under the due Influ» 
cnce and Fangs of Authority, you will do well to 
pTjOuch in Safety, beneath fo bro^d a Protedion. But 
were it poflible for you to decline this Tender of our 
Gtiardianfhip : We fliall be apt to interpret your Re^ 
filial into an open Declaration of Hoftilities ; and 
when the Forefts begin to Kowl, and my Brethien of 
^thc Mount^ns defcend, who then (halib^ A\r. \a ^\^ 
^ou from the Xccmiels of our Rcfeixxx£VfiKv\.> 
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The Wolf clofcd his Harangue, a long Murmuf 
enfued ; when at length a Ram ftept forth from the 
Midft of the Flock •, and after a niodejl Paufe ad^ 
dreffed the Aflembly as follows. 

My dear Kindred and dearer Friends— rr-rti — I««n, 
as you fee, a Native of this Fold, (imple therefore ii|. 
my Speech, but very honeft in my Intention. IBope^ 
then that you will excufe the Ablcnce of the OratOTi^ 
and take up with Expreflions of a downright and hch- 
neft Heart. - 

As I imagine ^ we are .come, together, not in tho 
Way of Joke, but ferioufly to confult on the WeW 
fare of our Flock ; I (halj give you my Thpurfits' 
with as much Freedom as good Will. ; \ 
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I WILL firft remark to you, that fince it is oar divq 
Good alone which is the Thing to be confidercdin 
our Choice of a Guardian ; we ought not to wait^ tiQ 
a Kind of People called Candidates befpeak us for 
themfelves. If we are to choofe for ourfelves, we 
ought alfo to ftarch for ourfelves ; each of us Ihouil 
have looked abroad •, we fliould have examined into 
Aftions, Characters, and their Caufes ; we fhould 
have -made a thorough Inquiry into Merit ^ and hftve 
delivered a faithful Return of pur feveral Difcoveries 
to the Fold, that fol)y the joint Confent of all our 
Brethren, th^ worthie-ft might be picked out frpm 
among the Worthy. 

The firft Advantage, that would arife from this 
Method, would be, in its giving us a greater Scope for 
Eleftion. We fhould not then be confined to five 
or to fifty Candidates. We would have the World 
from whence we might cull at leifure and at large ; 
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md if we did not fix on a Guardian fit for our Pur- 
pofey^tbe Fauk would lie in our Want of.Difcern- 
ment^ . ^d not in die Scarcity of Virtue. 

A sjEcoND great Advantage would arife.from this 
Method, in making our Eledion wholly free, and in- 
dependent of any kind of Influence whatever ; iince 
wc would then choofe by our own Will, and by our 
own. Judgment ; without regard to Offers, Addreffes, 
JLeconunend^tions, or Authorities. We would then; 
as it were, fearch for the Liquor we liked, without 
Jiaving it prefled aqd compelled to our Lips. 

* A THIRD grand Advantage would aiife from tbb 
Method, in the extraordinary Obligation we ihouM ' 
Wf on our Guardian. He would not then be his own 
Offerer ; he would be our Eleff alone.^ We would 
IM>t pay him the trifling Compliment, of ^preferring 
Jiun to X Few, perhaps of little Merit ; we would 
^ifiinguiih him by our Choice froin among all living 
Creatures. Such a Preference would hind him ten-^ 
$oid to our P^rfons, and to our Interefts. The 
guards of I^onour and Gratitude would be doubled 
upon his Fidelity ; and the Cry of Shame and Re- 
VtQ9^ would b$ doubled upon his Treafon. 
» • ' > 

If in Modefly he ihould happen to decline thiis 
^>ecial Honour, it would then be our Bufineis to enr 
-treat, and by our Carefies U ccmpell him to come in^ , 
But if the Neceflity of his private A6rairs, or his pri- 
vate Indigence were any Obftacle i it would be oi\r 
public Intereft to allot him an Equivalent for his Da* 
in^e, and a Reward for his Toil : So fhould he be 
.bound to us in the twofold Trufl: of a commiflioned 
Guardian, and of a hired Servant *, and we (hould 
take away from him all kind of Pretence,for defraying 
|il9 private Cofl: at tl^e Expence pf pubUc Liberty. 
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Thesb, my beloved Brothers, arc Hints auid Ad- 
vices, which you may think good to apply, or im- 
prove upon future Occafions. But for the prefent wc 
muft attend, where we are more imniediately called^ 



Then turning to the Wolf^ be thus continued-' 



To you, my Lord, I firft addrefs myfelf, as to the 
Perfon of greateft Dignity, and who ought therefore 
to have a Right to the greateft Refpeft. * 

I OBSERVE, that your Lordfhip hath declared, with 
much Franknefs, that we have nothing but the pcy^ 
Form of Liberty left among us, and this, you fay^ 
ought to be preferved. 

But, my Lord, can the Appearance of any Thing 
be better than its Reahty ? if the very Shadow of Li* 
berty is valuable, how much more the Subft'ance ! and 
fmce you have made us fenfible that it is a Good whic|t 
we have loft, what fhall hinder us from endeavpuring 
to recover the BlefTing ? 

Before I fpeak to your Objeftions againftothe« 
of our Candidates; I think it firft my Duty to take 
Notice of your Lordfhip's fuperior Claim. The Ho- 
nour, which you fay we fhould confer upon ourfclves, 
in the Eleftion of your Lordfhip, I acknowledge is 
great ; but the Advantage we fhould receive thereby, 
is not altogether fo apparent : For though Power ^ as 
you well obferve, is the ftrongeft Alfy oj Weaknefs^ I 
doubt it might prove the ftrongeft Enemy alfo ; and 
might ftill be rendered more capable of our Damage 
and DeJiru5iion^ by being received into our 2r«/, 
and into pur Bofoms.

There is no Doubt but that your Lordfliip, fo 
powerfully fupported by your noble Kindred and Al* 
liances, would be well able to defend us from all other 
Afi^itants. But in cafe you fhould at any Time feek 
Ocqrfion of Offence -, who then would defend us a- 
gainft the Power of our Guardians ? who could fre- 
ferve us from fuch Prefervers ? 

It is therefore, with much Regret, that J, who am 
really under private Obligations to niy Superiors in 
thc"F6reft^ find myfelf thus fmgled put, in Behalf of 
dll Flock, to give your Lordfliip the Mortification of 
^ Rcfufal. To acquaint you, that if your Threats; 
mean any Thing further, than to terrify us into your 
Meafures -, we choofe rather all to perifh in one Ef- 
fort for virtuous Liberty, than to beget a Generation 
of Vidims, and to breed up our Lambs merely for 
the Tuflc and the Talon. 

Xo acquaint you, notwithftanding, that we are 
ircry farfrom intending or tempting any Kind of Hof- 
dlicies. But, whatever that Authority mky be by 
which your Lordfhip is recommended; we IhouM 
juftly be accounted the molt daftardly of all Sheep, 
ihould we admit you for our Guardian while you arc 
cloathed in our Spoils, while you infult that very

To you next, Mr. Reynard^ I think good to pay 
my Refpefts ; and I do affure you in the Name of 
all my Fraternity, that we are thoroughly convinccdi 
of your great Talents and Underftanding, and that 
there is no Perfon breathing whom we would prefer 
to your Worftup, were we equally convinced of the 
Greatnefs of your Integrity ; for Capacity is alike ap-

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plicable to Evil as to Good, and how dangerous would 
luch an Experimefit prove, where thfc Extent of your 
Genius -might ferve to widen our Deftrudion- 

In your long Diffcrtation on the Merits of this Ma- 
ftiff ; I perceive that you allow the Fadsj though you 
tremble for the Motives ; you even aver that the Ef- 
fects are good, though you affign evil Caufes, In- 
deed, Sir, you have been at a vaft Expence of Ora- 
tory and Sweat, in order to perfuide us that all Ap- 
pearances iare deceitful \ that there is no Certainty of 
Dependence among the Things of Mortality •, jhat 
the Nature of Dogs and Sheep will not admit of^lb- 
folute Perfeftion ; and that for aught you fee w^^rc 
univerfally a Flock of Scoundrels. 

But, good Sir, if even Benefits are to be diftruftcd; 
and that the beft Services are fulpicious ; what Judge- 
ment are we to form of the new Zeal of an old Ene- 
my, and of the Friendfhip of a Fox ? 

If, as you alledge, the Love and Kindnels, of thii 
Maftiff to our Fold, hath been overmuch ; it is a very 
allowable Caufe of Exception to our Enemies, but wc 
who feel the Benefit can difpenfe with the Abundance 
thereof.

; You further aflert^ thatj were there no other Ob- 
jedioa to this Maftiff but his Poverty, that, alone,, 
inuft fubjed him to irrefiftible Temptations : But,. 
Sir, if he wants the Appetites of the Wealthy, he 
badi no need of their Abundance \ and had he ufed 
tJie Means of fome Neighbours for layyig.up of Rich- 
es, he would not now have been fubjed to this Re- 
proach. 

We admit, however, that this, our Friend^ hath: 
Ins Sufficiency pf Failings ; it had been too much to- 
jiave- bellowed on any t)ne Creature, fuch a-Treafare 
ef Virtues, without their natural Allay of Frailty. 
But if JVolves and Foxes had no Room to find Fault 
with his Barking and his Snarling •, I know that Sheep 
•would have no Caufe for praifing thofe Talents in him. 
We do not however vindicate the Abundance of his

' ofiended the Innocent. But fhould we take upon us 
to controul thofe Qualities in him ; how might our 
Fold brtxpofed, aM^mir Lambs become a Prey.

and with refpeft to his Merits for this Eleftion, I am

But fhould 
we be fuch Traytors, as to admit the Confideration 
of private Intercft, when the Welfare of the Public is 
alone in Debate ; who fhall aflure us, that, on our 
making a Vifit to his Worfhip, * inftead of being 
cloathedj we may not return ^^f» ; that, inftead of 
bringing back the Reward of our Treachery ^ we may 
not happen to leave a Fleece behind ? 

It is a Ihrewd and ancient Proverb, that, when the 
Family of Foxes grows rich and profperousy the Sheep 
mayjufily reckon upon Lefs and Damage.

I Seek noi^ wnder Chara^lers or Reprefentations 
of any kind, to couch my Partiality tQ one Man, or 
Prejudice to another. Sqmay' I pro4>er in my pri- 
vate Concerns, as it is the general Welfare which I 
feek by thefe Addrefles i ai I feek to cftablifhyour 
Profperity in ^ruth alone, in Truth '^ imparoally 
advantageous to You, as it k| in kfelf eternally un- 
literable. 
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I 

It is not merely by the Powers of Oratory and 
warm rrofeffions, but by a Condi»<^, ever conform- , 
able to the Principles of Virtue, that I wifh any 
Man may gain either your Credit or Efteem. The 
higheft Proof and Atteftation that you can give of 
your own Worth, is to give your Voice and your 
Approbation to Worth alone ; for we never grant 
our Regard or our AfFeftiori to Others, but" on 
Account of vhat we regard and affedt i^ Our- 
felves. 

It is not, therefore, a fufficient Ground or Foun-? 
dation for your Favour, that you hear a Man cry 
aloud, for Liberty ) Loyalty ! Patriotifm ! PuiBc 
fVeal! They are Terms that have been often ufed 
with great Latitude and incertain Tendency ; in 
the Mouths of Many, they mean fomething very 
^fi^fej-ent froii> their jyft and natural Significatioft } 
and I fhall come to demortftrate to You, my dear 
Countrymen, that no People was ever Gr^^^, butai 
they were Good alone j that no Nation can htfreif 
but fo far as they are Virtuous. 

But, as thefe great and beneficent truths would 
demand a large Compafs to be duly unfolded, and 
that the approaching Eleftion preffeth You to a 
fpeedy Determination ; I can, for the prefent, bare- 
ly fketch what I intend for a regular Draught, I 
have not time to draw out the full Map otyour 
Conduft, and muft content myfelf with fetting up 
a few Beacons and Land-marks, that may in fomc 
Mealure ferve to warn You from the neighbouring 
Quick-fands, and aflifl You in reaching that Port 
of Safety and Happinefs, whereto it fhall be the 
Study of my Life to fteer You. 

WHATEVER exl!tavagant or unfettled Notions 

fome People may form to themfelves of Liberty\ 

I 'jsrhatcver Opinions fome OiVvcis m^j ^vvt^ti-aicv of 
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its Non-caQfl:eBce«orth}it it is at beft but ^i Matter o 
Invention and Policy, equally ufed by State CraftC* 
men to hold a Party together, as by grasping Ad^ 
venturers to excite fiadion and Mob : I will (hew 
You by a fiipple and quiet Denionftration, its plain 
Nature and Tendency, its Reality and Advan^ 
tage. 

Suppose, th^t in Ireland there were at this time 
no kind of political Eftablilhment ; but th^t we li- 
ved independently, though honcftly, tc^ether; in 
the State that fome PhOpfophers have called ibe 
State of Nature y or that the Poets have pidured for 
the golden Jge. 

In this Cafe, every Man of Us would be perlonal- 
ly and feparately poflefled of all the Rights and 
rowers that were given to Us by Nature 5 our own 
Reafon would be pur LaWj our. pwn Qmfcience 
would be pur Governor ; ^d if Each had Virtue 
enough, to refrsdn f^om the Invafion of his Neigh- 
bours, Each in cohfequence would have Strength 
enough to retain his proper Privil^es ; Each would 
then permit to Others what he enjoyed to himfelf ; 
and every Man, in the undifturbed Pofleflion of his 
own Property, and in the rational and confcienti- 
pus Direftion of his own Conduft, would enjoy the 
Pafeftion of natural Liberty/ 

In fuch Circumftances, I may hope, there ar^ 
but few who will aflert, that natural Liberty would 
not be realj that it would not alfo be beneficial : 
He alone can difpute this, who fhail avow that he 
prefers Difpojfeffion to Property^ Injury^ to Rights 
and Compulfion to the inborn Di6Utes of Reafon and 
of Truth. 

It is proved, then, xiizt natural Liberty^ in a natural 

State, would be both real and valuable : Let us now 

proceed to try, whether political Liberi'j^ \w ^. Y^V>i5\- 

c^ State, is fiot equally effential and ec^^^ ^^*m«^- 
geous. 
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Suppose^ that while we condijued in this State of 
upright Nature, we fhould be threatened with ibme 
foreign Invafion ; dr that a Number of our Counoy* 
men, degenerating frojxi thfci? the Principles of R^^ 
fon and of Cohfcience, had combined to^th^, w^ 
a View tb pillage and enflave the reft. 

, On this Occafion, every Ipdividu^. muft be co^- 
fcious, that he could not be able in this his feparate 
State, to withftand the collefted Force of Numbers. 
A Confederacy, therefore, on one Side to affauU^ 
would naturally produce a Confederacy On the other 
Side to defend ; an Affociation on one Part, for the 
DeJiruSlion of Liberty, muft neceflarily impell to an 
Affociation on the other, for the Su^ori therecrf, '"' 

And here, it is no way pertinent, for Us to in- 
quire what thofe Links might be, by which the Ai^ 
fociatbn ^ainft our Country would be bound, by 
which any League for evil Ends would be hdid to- 
gether : For, though fome kind of Government is 
requifite to form even a Company of Banditti ; yet 
a Connedtion for Purpofes, in their Nature indifpo- 
fed, can never preferve a firm or lafting Union, 

Our Bufinefs, therefore, is alone to difcover 
the Nature and Tendency of that Affociation, which 
on this Occafion fhould be duly formed, for the 
Defence of natural Right, and the Prefervation of 

natural Liberty. 

To difcover this, it is requifite in the firft place 
to confider, that, as no one Man could pretend a 
Privilege of diftating to the Reft the Manner or 
Meafure of this Affociation, a Confultation would 
therefore be neceffary •, and in this Confultation, e- 
very Man would be equally free, though not equally 
prudent, to give his Voice and Advice for the Good 
of the Whole. 
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hvTy as.Expericnce muft speedily demonftnts^ 
ati&di an Infinity of Counielkirs could only ere- 
s^Confufion; They would thereupon find it equal-- 
iiMrilaiy aikl ezpodient, that, out of fevenJ afcer- 
Numbers or Nei^ibooifaoods of Men, each 
Number or Neighbourhood, by a Plurality of free 
Voices^ (hould eleft him irfiom diey jud^d to be 
die wifeft of that Number, to perfonate his Ccmflitu* 
end in fudi grand Conftdtation, and reprefent the 
Wifiitmi df Thofe who diofehimu 

Thus, as each Couniellor would be no other than 
the Ag^vgate or Sum total <^ his Eledors, a C(^- 
Ifi^on of their feveral Powers, an Utterer of their 
femal. Voices ; the whole Council together would 
fonn one great Mirror, or rather £pitome, that 
would take in and contain e^ery Individual through- 
out die Nadon, with their feveral Interefb and feve- 
ral Powers, thus contracted to avoid Confufipn, 
thus condenfed for the greater Force : As Wat^, 
wciddy difiufed and ftagnating on a wide Extent of 
LtikU giiDWS flxong, clear, frefh, and adive, when 
teduced and direded in a regular Channel. 

Wherefore, as this great Council would repre<* 
fe^ or be cdleftive of every Individual in the Na^ 
titmi they, could not poffibly fo reprefent or be col- 
kAive of xht fame, for any Purpofes, other than 
thofe which were National ; and fhould they at any 
time abufe or pervert thofe Purpofes, they would 
no long^ repreknt the Nation who had chofe them ; 
they would rather reprefent the Banditti or Invaders 
•gjdbft whom they were elected ; they themfelves 
would commence a State of War with their Country, 
and Would thereby reftore their Eleftois to their ori«- 
^insl State cf Ndture^ and in that State, to the Ca- 
padiy of a new political EkSum^ 
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Ko^nr, in order to k'ndi^r. what tKofej^ 
fes or Laws of the £&^^^ fliould be ; it will be:ft£*' 
ficient to inquire what the particular Purpofis ocReot 
fins of the £/^^Jwere, in dioofing fuch eii afibd- 
ated or national Council. 
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The Queftion once afked, .the Anfwer .is>,.j^B.* 
evident. The Individuals were attacked^ they wiih*? 
cd to be defended \ their naturJ^ Liberty. was^i»«^^ 
they defired it Ihould he. Jicurid. Thefc, Bc<i?itei' 
could not be attained in xht feparate ^tateof 'Xfor 
iuri^ they were therefbrex6mpclled>tafeck,dieiiiifl 
the connected State nf Smety: ■ To form Ibch' 'aStaic,* 
Wifdom and Confult^tioa wtife neceflary C but -*ffl ^ 
could not fit and advife together. Each thdfdbrc- 
feparately chofe who fhould.afibciate as his Advifer/ 
who fhould fpeak with his Voice, who ihould;^ 
for his Interefts. The feparatd Bodies of the- £&e-«^ 
/(?rj were thus united in their £/^/?, th& EJe£lmsBt^ 
again united in one embodied Council. Thus fiom-

there may be many fuch even now upon Earth ; thaty 
if the Form of our Government were at ^ any time 
diflblved, we fhould that Ihftant be reftored to &ch' 
a State of Nature, though poffibly not altogether 
fo innocent and upright -, and that every Man liv* 
ing is, at this Hour, in fuch a State of naCtiral 
Freedom^ who is not tubducd \yj G\3i\Vx ftota 
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witlun. Of Tyrantiy from without ; forafmuch as I 
ihaJl "fti^w, that the Meiribers of a free Society^ 
faro not thereby forfeited any t)f their natural Pow^ 
TTSy wJhich they have only *fo far efntruftcd to ;good 
tSmgrnmeffty as ought rather to ^7^^^/rr^, enlarge^ and 
i^fiire libem. 

GOj3 A-LMrGHTY hath indued every Man 
with Strength, &fiafon^;and Confcience ; with Strength 
to afferthis Property, with i?f^» to direif his Pur- 
fnits, and with Conftience to cpntrouHKis Appetites. 
Man 'hafti thereby an tmdoubtcd Right to preferve 
What IS hfis own, while lie is alfo checked in attempting 
Oa ifeit iR^hich is anothei^s ; and therein confifts his 
MtMral Liberty J which is no other thzxi naturiCkl Rec^ 
Hiwie. 

BiTT, 2S &une kzvz -degenerated ifrocn tliis tfaeh* na« 
toral SfiSiitQde, wkenrtbifepafied the Barrie of flifca<> 
ftn ^nd of ConfdenGe ; oth^is, who fuSered by fuch 
Encroachment, found tbemfidwes under the Necef* 
%3 Jof providing new Limils, and of ftrengthen- 
ing that indofure, by which every one fliould be 
barred from Intnrfion on another. For, if fuch Li- 
cence was permitted to any, the fame would be a Li- 
cence to All, and where All would encroach. All 
would likewife be encroached upon ; and, thence^ 
Property and Freedom would ceafe throughout the 
World. 

Whsr£for£^ in order to guard agdnft thelnra- 
fion of Some, Chhers have been induced to aflbciate 
Cogetfaer ; and whatever the Forms of thofe Aflbcia- 
tioDtinigfat be, however fiich Conftitations might 
diflfer in their Model, their End aad dieir Purpofe 
moft ever have been the fame 9 that is, to ftrengthen 
the Weaknefs of feparate Hature by political Cofmec- 
imtfj to oppofe prrvdU Encraacbmaits b^ pMxc Fei^ 
iij, and to affure natttral Rights by political Ajf^vnA^ 
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Wherever Society deviates from thofe the Put'- 
pofcs thereof, there Government becomes the EvS 
that it was intended to remedy) the Links by which 
fuch Government was conneded are by fuch MiS'go* 
vernment dijfolved^ every Member is difebarged^ from 
his Jllegiance thereto, and it is not by the Authority 
of Rights but by the Authority of jFbrr^ alone, that 
they can any longer be held to Obedience. 

Whatever may be the Conftitution of any na* 
tional Society, whatever may be the Manner by 
which any Member hath been incorporated • thQieto» 
there are only two Bonds that can hold him to a Con/* 
formiiy^ Fone or Rigbty Compulfton or Duty. For, 
as GOD hath endowed Man with feveral natural 
Gifts and Privileges, his. own Surrender of any of 
them, can alone be confiftent with his Liberty 5 wfco- 
cvfr attempts to deprive him is guilty of tyraninc 
Force, and, this, GOD, in giving him the Prin* 
leges, gives him a Right to refill. 

If, therefore, the Members of any national So- 
ciety, have, either by Aflfent or Confent, as far as in 
them lies, furrendered their natural Powers to the 
political Community -, fuch Surrender cannot htabfilute^ 
bur conditional^ not in G///, but in Truft. Each In- 
dividual makes fuch a Community ftronger by his 
Strength, richer by his Property, wifer by his Un- 
derftanding, better by his Virtue : But wherefore ?— 
Not furely to be himfelf deprived and deftitute ; not 
to be weakened^ but enforced^ not to be impcverijhei 
but enriched^ not to be controuled by Will but direSed 
by fFifdom, not to have his natural Liberty abridged 
or annulled but extended and ajfured ; and in the At- 
tainment of thefe great Ends to each Individual, con- 
fifts the only Good of Government, the true Nature 
of political Liberty which is no other than political 



HiKCB, it is not only demonftrable, but already 
mdent, that, as Society is the gathering or Com- 
binaoon of feveral Men for the mutual Benefit 
arid Support of each other; io public Liberty is no 
other, than the gathering of feveral natural Liber- 
ties together, whereby thofe Liberties, without 
cban^ng their Nature, or alienating their Rights, 
may be more firmly affurecJ by being fo united. 

On this Occafion, it may be afked, that, if natu- 
ral liberty is not changed or alienated by Society i 
what then is the Appearance under which it is con-* 
tinued ? what are the Terms, by whofe Signification 
it is yet retained ? 

I anfwer, that all the Powers and Privileges of na- 
tival Liberty may be perceived by an Eye of very 
ooovnon Difcernment, in the 'Liberty that appears to 
*be meerly political. The private Reajon of every 
Man or free Member of Society is continued in the 
ijegiflature or public Dire ff ion ; the private Confcience 
of every Man in the public Controul or Magiftracy ; 
and the private Strength of every Man in the execu- 
tive Authority : For, wherever thefe feveral Powers 
w Privileges may be depofited, if they are freely de- 
pofited there by the Confent of the Individuals, they 
cannot poflSbly be fo depofited but with the Profpeft 
of Ufury, or at leaft of grateful and equal Returns ; 
of private Reajon fublimed into publick Law^ of />r/- 
tiate Confcience operating in public Controul^ and of 
private Strength coUefted under public Appointments. 

From all thefe concurring Reafons, and apparent 
Ftoofs, we infer, that Freedom in the natural State is 
a Latitude of afting within the Limits that C^»- 
fdence fhall prefcribe agreeable to Reafon ; and, that 
Freedom in the focial Staie is a Latitude of ading 
within the Limits that Magiftracy (hall prefcribe agree- 
able to Z^w—— Provided, however, that fuch La^o^

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be no Compofidon without Materials^ and a CoAfti^' ^ 
turion or Body of fuMic FremiHj can never confift 
•f private Slaves. 

The Confideradon of this laft and mod d^nge* 
rous Foe to Liberty, that inborn Vulture Vice, 
which preys on the Inteftines, and drinks up the Vitids 
thereof, naturally leads me to the Application of the 
fable in my laft Letter. 

I HAVE before obferved to you, that the Confli- 
tution of this Kingdom is free, in d Manner, and hf 
Appointments, highly fuperior to any that Rome or 
Greeee could ever boaft. That we ourfelves fit in the 
Senate or Parliament of this Nation by our Eledbion 
of fuch Perfons as we requeft to reprefent us thei%. 
That we choofe to think with their Heads, to fpeak 
with their Voices, and therefore in them diftarc and * 
iitftitute thofe Laws, whereby we ourfelves defire €9-^ 
be governed. 

* The Powers that this whole Kingdom difiiiGvely 
contains are thus fummed and colleded in this auguft 
Affembly of our Reprefenratives : They make Laws- 
and they repeal, they loofe and they bind. They- 
are a Leviathan wbofe Motion aflFefts the furthcft^ 
Shores of Pofterity ; and we and our Children miift 
be wretched and opprejjed^ or free and happy ^ in Pro- 
portion as we choofe thofe who are weak and corrupt^ 
or wife and honeft. 

N o Propefty therefore can be of equal Impor- 
tance, no Truft of equal Sanftion and Extent with 
that of the Voter j it is the Hinge on which all your 
Advantages turn, the very Hand by which you hold 
whatever You poflefs ; and I introduced the forego- 
ing Fable, in order to warn You on the enfuing Elec- 
tion, againft the Confiraint of Power and Allurement 
Df Policy J that by knowing the By-Paths which 
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would lead you to Errort you may be under no Dovte 
of the ff^ay you ought to walk in. 



All that can influence You to a wrong 
]s Power that may over-ruk Y o\Xy or Policjj that 
may over-reach You. It is the Proidnce of die One 
to terrify J of the Other to feduce. The One would 
fet Authority in Array againft You, that You might 
fear, or think it vain to attempt an Oppofition : The 
Other would lay hold on your own Appedtes and 
Vices, in order to mduce You to betray your own 
Interefls. 

Thb Wolf in the Fable, perfonates thb Power \ 
and the Fox'm the Fable petfonates this Policy. They 
Bofsh malign the Maftiff who perfonates Fidelity \ for 
Aey judge with due Forecaft, that, if by any means 
diey might infpire You with a Sufpicion of your 
Friends, if they might but once detach you from 
Thofe who defend^ your Fold muft lye open to their 
own IwDofion. 

But, as Fc^s form the only Rule by which we 
can judge of Profeffions ; If from frequent Experi- 
ence and a grateful RecoUedion, You can difcover, in 
the Conduflt of fome of your Candidates, the La- 
bours, the Sufferings, the Watchfulncfs, and At* 
tachment, of this long tried and faithful Maftifi; I 
know no better AlTurance of future Services than the 
Earneft of Benefits already received. 

The Demonftration of the infinite Importance of 
your Liberty, and of that Duty which is incum- 
bent on every Man of you to retain it, (hall form 
the Subjcdk of my enfuing Letter.

Cug^crf 
Liquor whofe Quality wouW coftform to the Qbhi- , 
flitution of him who drinks it ; It carries Healthy 
SitF^ngtl% -and N^wifhmjeat to t^le Lips of 
p^rance and Virtue ; but utter Poifon. to an. 
petite thjat isj tffeirfty and inftajjied. The \^ 
Thijpgs. <rf, Ljfe ^.]^ good to. Thpjfe whp are%< 
alone 9 the Evil convert them into their own Nar- 
ture and Quality. Nothing can be valuable but 
fo far as it is ufeful \ the Ahufe therefore of Riches 
Bauft inake their Oy/ntrs, pO(;r indeed.

Ciovs Master, can no way be fecured, can no 
^ay be preferved, but by the Public Virtue j and pu^ 
'Uc Spirit of the People. 

It is a Spirit that I truft will ever rife fuperior, 
,to the Overbearings of Influence, and Difcounte- 
nance of the Great : As I trufl it will alfo roll with 
Freedom and with Order, within its natural Chan* 
nds of Reafon and of Truth. 

Whatever our Adverfaries may have impu*

Though by the ufwil aiuji 
regular Rotation,, it was his turn^o be advanoeidtD^ 
the Dignity of Lord Mayor ; not all the Intercef- 
fion and Authority of the Great, the Solicitation 
of Friendlhip, and Influence of Office, could pro- 
cure him that Honour to which his Innocence had 
entitled him.

appears in a Petition of the 15 th of January. 

But, at the fame Time that I heartily join with 
the zealous^ and now grateful Petirioners, in an 
Opinion of thofe impOKiant Serviqes, rendered to 
the City and to thehflttion, by the '* Vigilance, 
** Zeal and Fortitude, of this Gentleman j" yet I 
cannot but as heartily lament, that they have not 
caft a retrofpedlive Glance at that *' Vigilance, 
*' Zeal and AAivity,?' exerted by him before he 
was appointed to that Truft. — Surely we (hould^ 
with the utmoft Gratitude and Exultation, call to 
our Minds that critical, important, and interefting 
Period, in which the glorious Spirit of Liberty 
iirft took its Rife in this great Metropolis, as its 
proper Fountain-head, and fprcad Itfelf through 
the whole Nation, animating with its genial 
Heat all Ranks and Degrees of People ; a Peoph 
long abforb'd in a deadly political Lethargy, aiK) 
galled vrith the heavy CJiain of S\avcr|\ ■■ ■ ■ \ ^

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Bu t, with great Deference! fpeak it, I ap()re- 

Jiend that twenty Shillings pr Diem is not a fuffi- 
cient Stipend ; and I am led into this Notion from 
Gonfidering, that, in thofe happy Times, whai 
the Reprefentatives of the People received Wages 
from the People, Money was of much greater 
Value than it is now. Every Knight was allowed, 
if I am not mifinformed, thirteen Shillings and four 
Pence a Day, and a Burgefs half *|hat Money. I 
(hould look upon it that the Cit^of Dublin^ be- 
ing almoft equ^ to one of our Provinces, in the 
Number and Wealth of its Inhabitants, fhould allow 
to its Reprcfentative (for I hear no Meiltion made 
o( more than one) fix Times at lead:, as much as 
a County, or Shire : But, fuppofe this fhoiild "be 
thought unreafonable, as deviating from the anti»- 
ent Ufage, and that, according to that Ofage, 
the Allowance was fix Shillings and eight Pdnee j 
furely it muft be confefled» that, even at the 
Time when Conftituents difcontinued giving Wa- 

fes to their Members, fix Shillings and eight 
ence were of more Valufe 'than fix Times thaf 
Sum noWy when every Article for our Suftenance 
is raifed to, and bears much the fame Proportion 
in Value. So that the Stipend, or Wages, to be 
given noWy Ihould, in my humble Opinion, be 
Forty Shillings per Diem, or feven hundred and 
thirty Pounds per Annum. Nor would double 
this Sum for two Members be too heavy a Charge 
for this great and over-grown Metropolis. 

This Meafure, if once eftablifhed in the chief 
City, will produce good EfFedts throughout the 
reft of the Kingdom ; and many worthy Repre- 
fentatives, who never receive Court-Favours of 
any Kind, will obtaii) fome Compenfation far 
their Attendance on the national Bufinefs. It 
ffiuii be allowed, iadeed, that a c^rcat Hardlhip 
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would, by fuch an Eftablifhment^ lye upon many 
of our Boroughs, the Inhabitants of which would 
be abfolutely ruined by fuch an heavy Burden, as 
the Wages of their Rcprefentatives. I would 
therefore humbly propofe that the Rcprefentatives 
fhould either, continue to fupport themfelves at 
their own Expence, as they do at prefent ; or, 
that they ffiould be at full Liberty to accept of 
Places and Penfions from tlie Court. But, on 
Recolleftion, I fear there might be a Majority 
Upon fome intcrefting Quedions, occafioned by 
the Kumber of . thofe poor Boroughs : So that, I 
Xiow apprehend the removing a Member from 
each of them, and appointing four for each of 
the.Qiunties and great Cities (fo as the full Num- 
ber of thiee Hundred (hould ftlU be kept up) 
would be the better Way. 

But, Gentlenicn, this Regulation, fo warmly 
propofed in this important Period, is humbly fub- 
milted to you, who are the virtuous Propoters of 
it. . Your Wifdbrii will fugged the proper Means 
for bringing our Conftitiition back to its firft Prin- 
ciples, and freeing it on, unlliakablc Foundations. 

It is with Regret I am obliged to diflent from 
you, Gendemen, in that noble Sentiment touched 
upon in a former Part of this Paper j viz. that you 
would think it more eligible that yourfelves and 
the reft of the Nation (hould ftarve, than give up 
any Part of bur Conftitution, or fufFer the leaft 
Breach to be made into it. I am apprehenfive 
that this is f^irfue in Exce/s. It is doubtlefs tlie 
More admirable: But I am afraid, it deviates too 
much from the Spirit of Chriftianity, though it 
was that of the antient Romans and Spartans, 
Our Rcprefentatives being Chriftians, looked upon 
it, that fuch as would, through a Wantonaefs of 
Liberty, as one may fay, be inclinable to iriakeit 
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their Option to ftarve, in the Cafe above mentioned, 
would be anfwerable for their own Deaths, at a 
higher Tribunal ; or, in other Words, would be 
guilty of Self-murder : And therefore diey forced 
them to live. They thought it their Duty^ as 
Chriftians, jind as invefted with proper Powers, to 
preferve their Bodies in this, and their Souls in the 
next World, from Deftrudion. 

There are certain Bounds, Gentlemen, be- 
yond which, human Nature wifl hardly fuffer 
any great Excefs. Let the Members of a cer- 
tain Board, and all the principal Citizens, (in or- 
der to try the Strength and Force of their Patrio- 
tifm) give ftrift Orders that neither Bread, Cuf- 
tards. Dumplings, Cakes, Ginger-bread^ or any 
other Article whatfoever, wherein Flour or Meal 
is ufed, (hall be brought to their Tables. . Let 
them alfo reftrid thertifelves from the Uft of Beans, 
Peas, Potatoes, Parfnips, Carrots, Turnips, Cab- 
bage and all other Roots and Vegetables ; like- 
wife from Ale, Porter, Whilkey, and whatever is 
produced from Grain of any Kind V from Fowl 
alfo, which is fed moftly with Grain : Let theiti, 
I fay, abftain from all the Particulars here menti- 
oned, for the Space of a Fortnight : But let them 
have Roaft-beef, Mutton, Veal, Fifh and Claret 
in Plenty : If, at the End of that Time, they 
will declare upon their Honour, that they would 
make it their Choice to continue in that State of 
Self-denial, until the next Autumn, provided a 

certain Bill fliould be repealed: Then indeed 

they will give a moft convincing Proof of their 
Patriotifm, and demonftrate to the whole World, 
that Hunga' is preferable to any Innovation in 
this our Conflitiition. But God forgive me, if I 
Mave fome violent Doubts in my Mind, of their 

making 
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making fuch an Option, after the before-menti- 
oned fevere Trial; and whether they would not e- 
ven fubmit to an Union itfelf^ preferably to fuch 
an Abftinence.
